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GEO. FOX 


MORE THAN THREE CENTURIES AGO when England was 
beset with civil wars and political and religious corruption, 
Light came to an intensely bewildered and seeking youth in 
the words, ‘*There is one, even Christ Jesus that can speak 
to thy condition.’’ The heart of young George Fox ‘‘did leap 
for joy’’ and the vital movement that came to be known as 
Quakerism was born, 


Throughout England it quickly spread, to Ireland, to the 
continent, and ‘‘in 1656 Truth brake forth in America,’’ 


Then came martyrdom in New England, tolerance in Rhode 
Island, settlements on Long Island, colonies in New Jersey, 
the ‘‘Holy Experiment’’ in Penn’s Land, and the drift south- 
ward into slave territory, followed by the great migrations into 
the free Northwest Territory, Some pushed north and west 
crossing the Ohio River into Indiana Territory; others by way 
of Ohio into the Whitewater Valley. 


Whatever their route Meetings and Yearly Meetings were 
established in their wake: 


Ohio Yearly Meeting, 1812 Indiana Yearly Meeting, 1821 
Western Yearly Meeting, 1858 
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‘*Friends, spread yourselves abroad 
that you may be serviceable 
for the Lord and his Truth.’’

We are united 

**We are united in the selection of a lot. . . lying immediately on 
the National Road southeast and adjacent to the village of Plainfield. 
. . » We are united in believing that a brick building, 120 feet long and 
70 feet wide and one story high, would be a suitable kind and size. 
**The Elders’ Gallery to be raised to the height of about four feet... 
four doors to be in the north side . . . two doors in eachend... six 
windows in each side and four in each end... the partition to be of 
wood. The whole to cost about Eleven Thousand Dollars.’’ 


To them was consigned 

The building was in the middle of what had been David Carter’s 
cornfield — twelve acres without a single tree. »+ea meeting was 
called to devise means to improve the meetinghouse ground... about 
two hundred young Friends present ... and to them was the whole 
business consigned.’’ 


Alterations, 1900 

*‘We propose that the folding partition be taken down. . . that 
a good solid and substantial partition be placed... cutting off about 
37 feet of said building on the west end... ’”’ 


The Fire 
The fire of Third Month 28th, 1913 left scarcely more than the 
walls standing. Cost of rebuilding, $20,371.48. 
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*‘Our church edifice, now rebuilt and equipped, 
has been dedicated to the service of God.’’ 


WESTERN YEARLY MEETING — 1858 


In mood both serious and gay as recorded in the diaries of William 
and Mary Wood, official representatives of New York Yearly Meeting. 
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Meeting gathered 

**At 11 o’clock the meeting gathered . . . a holy calm seemed 
at once to be diffused over the company, affording unmistaken evidence 
that the Master of all rightly-gathered assemblies was present. A 
pause... the object of the meeting . . . documents read ... shutters 
closed ... an aged Friend announced that Western Yearly Meeting 
was now established. 


Came pouring in 

“On First Day morning Hoosiers from every direction came pouring 
in — in carriages, in wagons, on horseback, on foot. ...At the time 
fixed the doors were opened ... and in less than ten minutes every 
seat was occupied, every inch of standing room was filled — about 
two thousand in all. For such a multitude it was very quiet save the 
crying of babies. ...Living testimonies in the cause of Truth riveted 
the attention. ...Another meeting was being held in the open field. 
Of granite texture 

**Adjourned at 10 o’clock and went immediately into another five 
hour siege. The benches are made of what they call poplar but they 
felt, before the close of the meeting as if they might be more of the 
granite texture. 


Grave and gay 

*‘While waiting I walked around to notice the garb... sucha 
great number of plain Friends was beyond my comprehension... 
Some had sunbonnets of white muSlin, scrupulously clean... I should 
have been rather proud than otherwise to exhibit themto all New York. 


“Old ant young, grave and gay, the robust and the infirm in all 
the colors... from the gayest butterfly hues to the veriest drab of the 
primitive Quaker. . 


Farewell 
*‘We were hungry, we were tired, we were worn out, as well as 
nearly preached out.’’
